WASHINGTON (A P )-T he U nit-, 
ed S tates announced today that 
the nex t 
m anned orbital

will be planned for as m any as 
six orbits, 
som etim e la ter

with 
astro n aut W alter 
M. S chirra as the pilot. 
D. 
B rainerd 
Holm es, 
m anned 
space flight d irecto r of the civil­ 
ian space agency, said the deci­ 
sion as to the specific m ission— 
that is, how m any orbits will a c ­ 
tually be m ade— will depend upon 
m any technical facto rs w’hich will 
be evaluated constantly up to the 
tim e of flight and even during the 
first turns around the earth. 
If the m ission goes to six orbits 
it would involve a nine-hour flight, 
com pared w ith the 4>/j hours of 
three-orbit m issions. The two U.S. 
orbital flights so far have been 
for three turns. 


The flight plan will call for con­ 


siderable drifting flight to con­ 
serve fuel for re-entry m an euv er­ 
ing.

it

landing 
about 300 m iles northeast of M id­ 
way Island in the P acific O cean, 
although the space c raft w ould be 
launched from Cape C anaveral, 
F'la.

Chief Rejects

BER LIN (A P )—E a st G erm an y’s 
com m unist leader W alter U lbricht 
has rejected a W estern proposal 
for four pow e r talks to prevent vi­ 
olence along the Berlin w all and 
prom ote free m ovem ent in the di­ 
vided city. 
U lbricht told the E ast G erm an 
C om m unist pa rty’s C entral Com ­ 
m ittee his regim e is prepared to 
talk w ith W est B erlin’s city ad ­ 
m inistration on “ norm alizing re­ 
lations.” 
“ This is a m atter concerning 
E ast G erm any and W est Berlin, 
not the occupation pow ers," he 
said. 
The four pow ers can only nego­ 
tiate a rem oval of the occupation 
regim e in W est B erlin, U lbricht 
added. 
Al! that is needed to stop trouble 
along the w all, he continued, is to 
stop “ border provocations” from 
W est Berlin, stop “ revengist and 
m ilita rist” propaganda from W est 
B erlin, and m uzzle R1AS, the U.S.

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President Kennedy On a Spot 


The pride President Kennedy felt in the tri­ 
um phant unleashing of personal and official 
powet against the steel price increase is in 
danger o ' turning into em barrassing humili­ 


ation. 
A relatively tiny group of unionists — 
flight engineers for Eastern Air Lines—has 
defied his appeals for recognition of the pub­ 
lic interest, rejected the settlement worked 
out by his labor secretary’ in a sim ilar dis­ 
pute with Trans World Airlines and gone 


on strike. 
People stunned by the President's quick 
and virtually uninhibited reaction to the steel 
price increase have been waiting for just 
such a situation to develop. They have w ant­ 
ed to see his protestations of im partiality 
between m anagem ent and labor put to the 


test. 


THF FACT that statutory provisions for 
presidential interference in the airline dis­ 
pute already' have been used up does not, 
in the minds of the watchers, provide him 
with ar airtight alibi for inaction. He had no 
statutory authority for opposing the steel 
p r ce increase, either. 
What the watchers are waiting to see is 
not whether the government boys will treat 
the union boys as badly as the steel boys 
felt they were treated, but how the Presi­ 
dent means to implement his announced phil­ 
osophy that government can and should de- 
t-'ne and protect the public interest in such 
m atters. 


And what makes the situation inte 
sting 
is the fact that some union men are as ap­ 


prehensive about the President’s philosophy 
as businessmen are. 


The New York Times says, for instance, 
that many labor leaders appear to believe 
the adm inistration either should show m ore 


support for labor or leave labor free to fight 
its own battles. This is precisely what m any 
bujm essm en believe on their side of the 
fence. 


THIS REDUCES the practicability of gov­ 
ernm ent intervention to the crux of the 
issue: Does the adm inistration better serve 


the public interest by substituting its own 


guidelines for statutory guidelines or by leav­ 
ing m anagem ent and labor alone to work 


out their economic problems, subject only to 


the statutory guidelines established to head 
off public emergencies? 


If labor successfully refuses to knuckle un­ 
grounds it alone has the right to determ ine 
its economic well-being. Mr. Kennedy will 


have to exercise more self-restraint in his fu­ 


ture relations with business than he did in 
the steel-price increase affair. 


So perhaps the real benefit of that affair 
will be to teach the President and his ad* 
v ,cers something they might have been ex­ 
pected to know before they took office: Pow­ 
er must be used with a m ature understand­ 
ing of its consequences. 


For They Know What They Do 


If there should grow out of the brutality 


or Frenchmen in Algeria a hatred that would 


plague Christian Europe for centuries, there 


will be no spirit of forgiving them for their 


acts. 


The Frenchm en defying the decision of 
their government and the leadership of their 


president in this difficult m atter of separat­ 
ing Algeria from France know what they 


do They cannot plead ignorance when they 
com e before final justice. 


They cannot defend their m urder 
and 
pilhge by calling it retribution for violence 
com m itted against Frenchmen by Algerian 
Moslems.

Laos Slumbers On

VIENTIANE, LAOS 
The Laotian truck driver pulled his m ach­ 
ine to a halt on the Avenue of a Million 
Elephants as the single traffic light in this 
city of 60.000 glowed red. 
The driver squinted and wiped his fore­ 
head as the humid afternoon sun glowered 
down on him, closed his eyes, rested his 
head on his forearm across the steering 
wheel and quietly fell asleep. 
In the city’s afternoon m arket on Samsen- 
thai ave., its other main street, a Laotian silk 
merchant sleepily climbed up on the counter 
alongside his shimmering stock of sari like 
skirts, stretched out and began snoring. 
Throughout this city, capital of this Alice in 
Wonderland state, where thousands of people 
still believe the earth is flat, dragons exist 
and amulets can turn aside bullets, those 
were typical reactions to the end of the 
civil war and formation of a Communist- 
menaced coalition government for Laos. 
The announcement of a new government 
seemed unnoticed by the hundred people 
thronging the market to examine or haggle 
over trays of tropical fruit, U.S.-made tooth­ 
paste, great scarlet chunks of 
raw meat, 
dried and highly odorous fish. 


IT SEEMED unnoticed also by the saffron- 
robbed monks strolling near the great gold- 
leafed Buddhist obelisk at the east end of the 
city, each prudently carrying an

Actually, no other reaction should have 
been expected because thousands of Laos’ 
estim ated 2 million people never have known 
—or cared particularly—that a civil war 
was going on, that talks about formation of 
a coalition government were under way or 
that they and their country were subjects in 
Washington and Moscow, respectively, for 
cencern and capture. 
Most Laotians wouldn’t recognize a Com­ 
munist or what he stood for if he wrapped 
himself in a red flag, introduced himself, 
handed out ham m ers and sickles and started 
preaching Marxism-Leninism. 
This capital, this coontry and its indolent, 
unbothered, childlike people, almost have to 
be seen to be believed. Terms such as state, 
government, diligence, public opinion, neu­ 
trality are only words to most Laotiais. Food 
shelter and no trouble with anyone seem 
their basic and only desires. 


UNDOUBTEDLY it is one of the most back­ 
ward nations in Asia, a lush, humid-smelling 
land of lettuce-green rice fields and jungled 
mountains and a black monument to the ill- 
starred French colonial policy 
Laos has not a single mile of railroad, less 
than a handful of Laotian doctors or engi­ 
neers, roads which all but disappear in the 
monsoon season, a painful lack of civil serv­ 
ants. no inter-city telephone communications, 
almost none of the technical necessities of a 
1900, let alone a 1962 state. 
The United States has pumped possibly »300 
millions into Laos in indirect aid since 1954 
plus unannounced millions in arms. Much of 
the former went to corrupt Laotians through 
import and currency sw indles. Soldiers of the 
pro-Western forces abandoned their American 
guns when the North Vietnamese and t h e 
Communist-directed Laotians made threaten­ 
ing gestures. 
And despite the formation of a coalition 
government — the Communists certainly will

Whether 
it’s

case or an in­ 
nuendo 
about osv*« Lawre*«» 
profit “windfalls” in the stock­ 
piling controversy, there seem s 
to be no restraint or forbearance. 
Most disappointing of all is the 
strange silence of the so-called 
days of Sen. Joe McCarthy, when 
the air was full of outcries from 
them about the unfairness of the 
attacks and especially as to in­ 
sinuations or 
innuendoes 
about 
disloyalty. The phrase 
guilt by 
association” was heard repeat­ 
edly, 
and 
even 
the 
Supreme 
Court of .the United States got 
into the act and denounced the 
spreading of inferences and as­ 
sum ptions and suspicions as not 
being the way to deal with ques­ 
tions of personal integrity. 
Perhaps it should be rem em ­ 
bered that the persons against 
whom charges were being made 
then w ere allegedly Communists 
or Communist - sym pathizers or 
fellow travelers ot 
persons de­ 
ceived by Communist doctrines. 
M aybe it all the men entangled 
w ith Billie Sol Estes — whether 
m isguided 
friends 
or 
innocent 
dupes — had been tied up in 
som e way with the Communist 
cause, they might be staunchly 
defended today as victims of in 
dictm ent by suspicion and “guilt 
by association.” 
Unfortunately for them, alm ost 
all of the persons mentioned in 
the Billie Sol Estes case, includ­ 
ing government officials, are just 
members of a political system 
which hasn’t yet been discarded 
even in high places. 
Thus, 
the political world ac­ 
cepts 
as commonplace the be­ 
stowing of “favors” by govern­ 
m ent officials and by m em bers 
of Congress upon those who have 
helped 
finance 
their 
political 
cam paigns or who happen to be 
friends 
of 
olher highly placed 
persons in 
the 
governm ent 
or 
Congress. 
It is done every day all the 
way from 
the White House to 
Congress and back again. 
It has been done by previous 
adm inistrations, too. This doesn’t 
justify it, but it does m ake ironi­ 
cal some of ’he professions of 
virtue which come out of 
the 
administration’4 lectures on 
the 
high 
ideals of modern govern­ 
m ent, 
especially 
on 
cam paign 
contributions. 


TO DATE, Billie Sol Estes him ­ 
self has only been indirated on 
charges involving fraud and con­ 
spiracy. The trial nas cnly just 


started. He has not yet been de­ 
clared guilty or innocent. Those 
who have had any contacts with 
him, however, now are held in 
suspicion. 
Even a list of tele­ 
phone num bers of governm ent of­ 
ficials that he or his associates 
called over the years is publi­ 
cized with 
the 
inference 
that 
m aybe 
something 
wro.tg 
oc­ 
curred 
during 
conversations 
which, one would suppose, are 
protected by the right Of privacy. 
Likewise, in the stockpiling in­ 
vestigation nam es are mentioned 
frequently 
and transactions are 
revealed 
which, 
in 
themselves, 
m ay have beet 
the legitim ate 
exercise of their best judgment 
by government cfficials. 
President 
Kennedy 
started 
much of this by issuing a pre­ 
pared statem ent in one of his 
news conferences ¿nptying that 
“ excessive 
and 
unconscionable 
profits” 
had 
been 
involved 
ir 
purchases of strategic material* 
during previous adm inistrations 
Form er 
President 
Fiseiihowet 
later took exentmn to the pub 
lished inferences of lack of in 
tegrity on the part of his asso 
ciates to the Cab'net and in othei 
posts during his adm inistration 
So Mr. Eisenhower naturally re 
sentful, ca.ne out with an aitack 
or. the 
Kennedy 
adm inistrator 
as having created another “ mess 
in W ashington.” 


IMMEDIATELY 
afterw ard 
s 
speech was made in Congress at­ 
tacking 
the 
form er 
President 
with innuendoes about “ conflict 
of interest” and “ stockpile sub­ 
sidies to his business cronies,” 
and deploring the fact 
that a 
man who, while serving his coun­ 
try as a soldier, had had his 
medical bills paid by the govern­ 
ment should oppose proposals for 
government aid to elderly per­ 
sons for medical care, whether or 
not they can afford to pay for 
it themselves. 


Nobody rose to point out that 
Dwight Eisenhower, in the years 
he gave to m ilitary service, could 
have earned in private enterprise 
m any times his pay as a soldier 
or even as president. He still is 
a veteran, and few will dispute 
the right of men in the arm ed 
forces to rece ve medical care 
But the mudslinging goes back 
and forth. Character is assailed. 
Motives are impugned 
Suspicion 
takes the place of oroof. Guilt 
by association is suoiUtuted for 
orderly trial and procedure. This 
is the product of a low seat of 
m orality inside government. It is 
still a m ystery why there isn’t 
a 
widespread 
protest 
against 
such injustices. 
In G reat Britain and Canada, 
under the parliam entary system , 
they conduct legislative inquiries, 
but they do so judiciously Thev 
m ake their reports public after 
they have gathered ail the evi­ 
dence and formed a judgment 
thereon. Maybe in America we 
will some dav get "sophisticate 
, ed ” on this subject, too.

Take Monday, wh en h e wrote a 
dissent grav ely telling a majority 
of th e justices th ey were wrong. 
At issue was a California law 
aimed at narcotics lddiction. Th is 
made it a crime to be an addict. 
It provided th at a convicted per­ 
son must be stowed away in coun­ 
ty jail for at least 90 d&ys, wh eth ­ 
er or not h e ev er applied th e 
needle to h is arm in California 
or committed any antisocial act 
th ere. 
Th e court majority h eld th is 
was cruel and unusual punish ment 
in violation of th e Constitution. 
Douglas, 
concurring, 
wrote 
a 
length y opinion stressing th e idea 
th at an addict is sick. He recalled 
th e old days wh en th e insane were 
sent to th e wh ipping post, or into 
dungeons, or even burned at th e 
stake. 
But Wh ite took th e majority, in­ 
cluding Douglas, to task, on th e 
ground th at it h ad broken a “wise 
rule of not deciding constitutional 
q uestions except wh ere necess- 
jsary.’’ He disputed th e contention 
I th at California tried to punish th e 
defendant in th e case, one Law­ 
rence Robinson, for being sick. 
Th ere was no evidence at all, 
h e wrote, th at Robinson h ad lost 
¡h e power to control h is acts.” 
I (California h as anoth er law, a 
civil statute, providing h ospitali­ 
zation for addicts wh o are so far 
gone th at th ey h ave lost self-con- 
| trol.) 
Wh ite said th e defendant was 
an “incipient addict, a redeema­ 
ble user (of narcotics), and th e 
state ch ose to send h im to jail 
I for 90 days rath er th an to attempt 
! to confine h im by civil proceed­ 
ings under anoth er statute wh ich 
I req uires a finding th at th e addict 
| h as lost th e power of self-control.” 
Respectfully, Wh ite told h is el­ 
ders th ey sh ould not write into 
¡th e Constitution th eir own “ab- 
' sract notions of h ow to h andle th e 
¡narcotics problem.” 
Besides th is dissent, Wh ite h as 
written th ree majority opinions 
| since h e went on th e court April 
I i6. Perh aps th e most important 
h eld th at a labor union’s officers 
and members cannot be sued for 
damages for violation of

ions may be sued.

THIS YOUNG INDUSTRY now
